K. S. (BUD) ADAMS, JR. 


K, S. (Bud) Adains, Jr. is the sole owner and president of 
the Houston Oilers, Inc., and a man whose name in LHouston 
is synonymous with pro football and the phrase “diversified 
lhusiness interests.” 


To the man on the street Bud Adams is the sportsman who 
brought pro football to Houston and a man who has been 
good for sports in this town for nearly 20 years. ‘To Houston's 
business executive, Bud Adams is a aman yitully interested in 
practically all forms of business, a man whose holdings run to 
dozens of different enterprises, and a business and civie leader, 


After military service during World War Tl, Adats arrived 
on the seene in bustling Houston in 1946 to found the Ada 
Oil Co., now one of the nation’s largest independent distribu- 
tors of petroleum products. Ada is a diversified oil company, 
engaged in exploration, production, transportation and mar- 
keting in the aren around the Gulf Coast 

Following his football playing days at Culver Military Acad- 
emy and the University of Kansas, Adams has always found 
time to remain active in the ownership or management and 
promotion of yartous sports, Houstonians particularly inter- 
ested in sports have heen aware of Adams’ presence ever since 
he joined this city’s business family 19 years avo, He was once 
the owner of the Ada Oilers of the National Industrial Basket- 
ball League; he has always been a prominent supporter of 
AAU sponsored athletics; he was one of the original backers 
and planners of the now prominent Blucbonnet Bowl, and he 
has been an important fieure on the local Golden Gloves and 
professional boxing seene. 


A native Oklihoman with strong Cherokee Indian back- 
ground, Adams now prefers to consider himself a ‘Texan. In 
fact, a Texas rancher, because in recent years he has purchased 
several ranches and is a foremost leader in’ pioncerine the 
Branuus breed of cattle in the Southwest. 
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HEAD COACH 
HUGH (BONES) TAYLOR 


Hush (Bones) Taylor, 12. a native of Wynne (pronounced 
WIN). Arkinsas and ove of pro football's all-time wreat piss 
receivers, is now the head coach of the Houston Olers. 


When the 1960) season wos over jund head coach Siminy 
Baugh aonounced that he preferred a parttinie, scason-arly 
assistant Coaching job, the Oilers immediately snapped wp 
‘Taylor, who was then Biugh’s defensive baekfield comely. 
Vaylor, in turn, immediately snapped up Bauuh as his ollen- 
sive backfield coach, 

Thus continues one of pro football's closest friendships, mnie 
that began when 179-pound Elagh “Vaylor reported all 
b-feet, S-inehes of him to the Washineton Redskins, “Uhat 
wis in 1907 and free agent “Taylor lid passed up an oppor 
tunity toosiva with the Detroit Liens, hoping for a chanee 
tu play with the great Slinwin’ Sam as a Redskin. 

The very moment of the friendship's beginning was when 
rookie Taylor was introduced to the [0-year veteran quarter- 
hack, and responded with, “Glad to meetcha, Mero Baueh.” 
Baugh shot back, “Listen kid, you're ap here on the sane 
clabowith me how, and my mame is Sin,” 

That started it, And when “Taylor was wobbling to the 
showers one cliy aiid Som remarked, “Man. you ain't nothin’ 
but a hank of hair and a rack of bones,” the country boy: 
from the Ovarks had himsell a ticktame that would sdek 
through nine years of pro play and forever after. 

The dresded= Slingin’ Swn-to-Bones Vaylor  ecebination 
Jasted) until Baugh’s retirement from play in 1952. ‘Phen 
‘Taylor teamed with colorful lite Bddie Lebaron until 1995 
when ‘Taylor called it quits, ending bis own brilliant nine 
year career, 

From the playing field Bones stepped te the sideline as au 
assistant coach at Florida State for two years, then as head 
couch in his native Arkansas at Arkinsis State. 

After two years at State, Bones vot the call from Bauch 
that sent fim baek jmte pro ball Banh did heen hired as 
head coach of the New York ‘Titans (now Jets) and wanted 
Hones to coueh the ends. Taylor remained at New York 
for three seasons before heing summoned to San Diewo tu 
aasist on the Charger stall! of Sid Gilboan. Baueh had left 
the Titans a year earlier, 

When Baneh was elevated to the head job at Tlouston, 
the call went out again gud ‘Taylor came runving to Houston, 
Then, after one year as a head eoach, Baugh realized that 
he missed bis West Texas ranch teo piaeh to hold a fulltine

job, and “Vaylor sueceeded him at Tflouston. 

Now, as a rookie head coaweh, Taylor heads a stall with 
two former Oiler head couches under him, Bangh working 
the olfensive backs and Lou Rymkus (1960-61) training the 
foot soldiers in the ollsensive line. “That's: fine with me," 
says ‘Taylor in his deep baritone voice, “I want every man 
on omy stil to think Tike a bead coach, aod if it's sound 
thinking, its good for me, too.” Then he adds, “I say five 
heads are better than one, and IT believe it will work that 
way.” 

When Bones ‘Taylor sits around spinning tales about the 
folks back home in the hills, using those resomint tones and 
homespun language, he can make a millionaire wish he had 
heen a business Hop and retreated to the hill country to. live 
olf the land, But ‘Taylor, who holds a Masters Dezree from 
Ole Miss, has no such plans himself. “Pifteen years from now, 
Td like for people to find ime right here in Houston, doin 
what Pm doin’ right now,” he says, “LD like everything about 
Jlouston, even the weather, and Pino net trying to bitter up 
the Chamber of Comunerce.” 

As for “Vaylors philosophy of coaching, it woes like this: 
“Remove all elenients of doubt from every player's mind 
through great organization and planning, aod you have the 
makings of a winning team.” 


OILER ASSISTANT COACHES 
JOE SPENCER 


“Smokey” Joe Spencer works with the defensive line in the 
new Oiler coaching setup. 

The 40-year old Oklahoman was born und raised in Okla- 
homa City, had his college earver at Oklahoma State split by 
inilitary service (1942-46-47), but is i the books at Still- 
water as one of OSU's finest linemen in history. 

Joe joined the old Brooklyn Dodgers in 1948 and was 
traded to Gleveland for the "19 season when the Browns 
won their fourth All-Amerien Conference tithe He went to 
Green Bay for the 1950) and "51 seasons, but was injured 
varly in ‘52 and retired from play to become an assistant 
at Austin College. He became head coach there in 1954 
vnd remained there until tabbed by the Qilers before the 
‘OL season. 

Joe and wile, Betty, live in Southwest Houston with 
daughter Sarah, 15, while towering young Jelf, 18, is a fresh- 
tnan tackle at Tulane. 


SAM BAUGH 


One of pro fovtball’s all-time great names and performers, 
Slingin’ Sammy Baueh, coaches offensive backs. 

The one-time TCU All-Atnerican and all-time, all-pro 
passer with the Washington Redskins, stepped down from 
the head coaching post after the 1964 season in order to 
be a parttime coach and spend the off-season on his West 
Texas ranch, near Rotan, New head man Bones ‘Taylor 
immediately named his old teammate to the offensive back 
post. Taylor had served as Baugh’s defensive back coach on 
the ‘64 Oiler stall, 

Now 5l-years of age, the man who ruled the NEL as a 
passer for 16 years has served as a head coach at Mardin- 
Simmons University for five years and was the first: coach 
of the New York ‘Titans (now Jets) for two seasons. He had 
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previously assisted on a parttime basis at Tulsa University 
aod Oklohonias State. 

Many of the basket-lowd of records set by Banh with the 
Skins have since been removed from the NEL record book 
in the post-war age of specialization, but several of them still 
remain and any of them would look wood on any modern chib. 


WALT SCHLINKMAN 

Overall defense, with specifie emphasis ou linebackers sad 
backs, is the domain of Walt Seblinkmwa, mative Texan aid 
bachelor of the Oiler stall. 

Born and raised in Dumas, Texas he remained in West 
Texas to attend Texas ‘Teeh. Seblink's first brash with erid- 
rou Gane Gane ia prep school at Dumas (lhe original Dine 
Dong Daddy Vrom Dumasy then at ‘Pech, where he wis 
named to the College A-Stir squad as a junior. La his senor 
year, he rauked fourth nationally ino rushing. 

Drafted Now | by Green Bay, he played there from 1916 
thru ‘50, ranking in the top eight NPIL rushers four of the 
five years. His six year career as a colorful, stumpy rutning 
hack ended in ‘51 with the Cards. 

Walt's coaching carcer lists two years at Columban with 
Lou Litt, a year at Washington with Jin Owens, the ‘59 
season with the Cards, "60 thru "63 with the Oilers and "64 
with Wally Lem at St, Louis. 

A strong favorite with players lor lis dedication to loothall 
perfection, Seldinkman is widely eeeognized in pro Poothull 
circles as o strategist and koowledgeable football man waith- 
out peer. Tle has passed up several head Coaching offers, 
explaining that he prefers the role Of an assistant with duties 
limited to a specifie area of responsibility 


LOU RYMKUS 


The first head coach of the Houston Qilers and the AFL's 
first Coach-of-the-Year now returns to Plouston as an assistunt, 
charged with full responsibility for the olfensive line, 

Perhaps pro football's foremost advocate of “hard nosed” 
football, Rymkas came out of Chicago to play tiaekle for 
Notre Datne's undefeated “Tl tewini anil was Most Valuable 
Player ol the }2 Trish, 

His pro pliying career hewitt at Washington in LS with 
Sam Baugh, then militury service, and six years with the 
Cleveland Browns (1946-51), He was olfensive captain of the 
‘50 Browns that won the world title. 

Lou's pro coaching carecy began at Calgary, took bine to 
Green Bay and then the BoA. Raans before becoming Oiler 
head gaan in OO, 

Noted for his coaching of pass protection blocking, Lou 
is a strict disciplinarian and rugged vonditioner, Now 46 
years of age, Lou and wife, Bette, have 2-year old twin 
sons, Pat and Mike, who are sophomore ends for the Texas 
Aguies.

Bleyated to the position of general manazer on June 
1964 when Sammy Baugh was named head coach, Carroll 
Martin has been involved in the front offiec aspect of the 
sports business in Houston for 17) yeurs. 

Sinee 1917 the sporting publie has called oo Martin Cor 
tickets to Riee Owl events, baseball tickets to Plouston Lull 
wumes, Bluchonnet Bowl ducats, reservations for the Houston 
Fat Stock Show and, for the last five years, to Houston Oiler 
football games, 

Under Frank (Pop) Ivy, Martin served as assistant general 
manager, In addition to supervising the ticket operation, he 
also acts as business manager and road secretary, making 
all arrangements for travel and lodging, and overseceiny those 
items when the team takes to the airways for away games. 

A 1939 Business Administration graduate of Rice, Martin 
first handled sports tickets back in 1947 for the Houston 
Balls in the “Texas League. He served as assistant business 
manager and ticket director for Rice from 1949 through 1957. 
He then entered industrial sales work, but kept a hand in 
the ticket business on a parttime basis with the Houston 
Fat Stock Show, the first Bluebonnet Bow! game in °59 and 
«series of NBA basketball games played here in ‘59, 

Martin was one of the first employees of the Oilers when 
pro football came to the Southwest, having served the elub 
as Ucket qmanager on a parttime basis until promoted to 
assistant general manaver under Ivy. 

Martin and his attractive wife, Mary Helen, have two 
dauchters, Helen Carol and Robbin, 


Director of Player Personnel 
JOHN W. BREEN 


Houston's two AFL championships and three Eastern Divi- 
sion titles jn the league's first three yeurs, can be wttributed 
in large measure to the successful efforts of John Breen, 
director of Player Personnel. As the first employee hired by 
owner K. §. (Bud) Adams, Jr. Breen was the man most 
responsible for roundio up the nucleus of the three teams 
that so dominated play in the AFL in its first three years. 

The World War I] Navy veteran has been in Houston 
six years, and for most of that time, the 57-year old talent 
scout has been one of the city’s leading attractions as a 
speaker at luncheons and banquets. During such appearances, 
absolutely no one in pro football is safe from his  sharp- 
tongued barbs. 

Breen entered coaching a quarter-eentury ago as head 
coach and athletic director at his alma mater, Carroll Col- 
luge, where he bad played football and basketball. 

After returning from the Navy, where he reached the 
rink of Lt, Commander, he resumed his duties at Carroll, 
then moved to the athletic directorship at Lake Forest. 

Breen started setting up and supervising training Cun ps 
for pro clubs in 1992. When hired by Adams. be left the 
personnel post with the NEL Cardinals, whom he had helped 
since 1957, 

Breen’s successful negotiations with collegiate greats is 
longer than the expensive eigar usually jammed weainst his 
sharp tongue, and i includes Qvo Leismian trophy winuers: in 
Hilly Gannon, signed foe Tlouston, and Jolin Dawid Craw, 
signed for the Cards.
